Soil Canservation Districts have 
operated so successfully in Michi- 
gan that only four counties remain 
without one. They are Oceana, Ros- 
common, Crawford and Wayne. 

Adoption of the system through- 
out the state has been a result of 
residents of one county seeing the 
accomplishes of a neighboring 
county through its Soil Conservat- 
ion District, and deciding that they 
would like their area to have the 
same benefits. 

The obvious results are common 
to most districts—establishment of 
an organized program to solve con- 
servation problems of individual 
landowners as well as those re- 
quiring community action; provid- 
ing farmers with individual con- 


servation plans; making available) _
